Subjeotl  Threatening  Call 
Regarding  Oswald 


■ Sirs 

; At  about  3:45  a.M.  November  24,  1963  Hr.  Newsome  of  the  federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  oalled  this  offloe  and  stated  his  office 
had  received  an  anonymous  oall  from  a male  Individual  Indicating 
'that  a group  was  going  to  kill  Oswald  that  day,  that  night  or  the 
following  day.  Caller  stated  that  he  did  not  want  any  offioer  hurt, 
that  wao  tho  reason  for  the  oall,  but  they  were  going  to  kill  . 

Oswald  and  there  was  nothing  anyone  oould  do  about  it. 

Subsequently  about  5:00  A.M.  or  5*30  A.M.  I oalled  Captain  frits 
at  home  and  rolatod  substanoe  of  the  threatening  oall.  Captain 
fritz  told  mo  Chief  Curry  was  handling  the  transfer  of  Oswald  and 
suggested  1 oall  him. 

Between  3:30  A.M.  and  3:43  A.M.  Deputy  Cox  or  Coy,  exact  name 
unknown,  of  the  Dallas  Sheriff's  Offloe  oalled  this  office  and 
stated  that  Sheriff  Ceokor  had  instructed  him  to  oall  the  Dallas  ; ; 
Polioe  Department  and  request  that  Chief  Curry  oall  him  about  the 
transfer  of  Oswald.  The  Deputy  Sheriff  Indicated  Sheriff  Decker  _ 
wanted  Oswald  moved  as  soon  as  possible. 

As  I recall  X had  a seoond  oonvorsatlon  with  Captain  fritz  regarding 
Deoker  wanting  to  move  Oswald  as  soon  as  possible,  fritz  stated 
that  I ohould  oall  Chief  Curiy. 

About  6:00  A.M.  I attempted  to  oall  Chief  Curry  at  home.  The 
telophone  was  buoy,  and  after  about  fifteen  minutes,  X asked  the 
operator  to  oheok  the  line  for  conversation.  She  reported  trouble  - 
on  tho  line. 

By  this  tino  it  was  approximately  6:13  A.M.,  and  Captain  O.E.  Talbert  ■ 
relieved  mo.  X told  Tolbert  of  the  threat,  of  the  Deputy  Sheriff's  . 
oall,  and  my  attempt  to  oontaot  Chief  Curry.  Captain  Talbert  said 
he  would  oond  a squad  by  the  residenoe  of  Chief  Curry  and  have  him
